“ gold or silver in any other shape or form than coin. If an 
“ importer of gold wishes to sell, that is, to obtain gold coin 
“ which he can pay away, he can take his bullion to the Mint, 
“and for every ounce of gold of twenty-two carats fine, or 
“ twenty-two parts out of twenty-four pure gold, he will re- 
| “ ceive gold coin at the rate of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce; but to 
“ obtain this he must send the gold to the Mint, and wait 
“some days for the coin. It is, therefore, found more adyan- 
“ tageous to the seller to take the gold to the Bank and re- 
“ceive 14d less per ounce, and this operation is effected 


“ bullion, for which they charge 3/ 17s 104d per ounce. The 
“ Bank only send their bullion to be coined as they may be 
“in want of sovereigns. Frequently they sell foreign gold 
“ coin at a small profit, as it may be worth more to an ex-

“‘ the rule of the Bank is to buy gold only at such a price as 
‘* will render it equivalent to gold coin, that is to say, ata

THE WAR IN NEW ZEALAND. 


TE gloomiest prophets concerning the politics of New Zea- 

land,—amongst whom, we fear, we must reckon ourselves,— 

have unfortunately turned out also the truest. Nothing could 
| be much graver than the situation there in August when the 
| last mail left. War had not only broken out, but had broken 
out on a scale which seems to promise a bloody and final con- | 
test for the supremacy between the English and Maori inha- 
bitants of the Northern Island, and every nerve of the Anglo- | 
Saxon population was strainéd to the utmost in self-defence. | 
The scene of war is transferred from the settlement of Taranaki 
to the capital of Auckland, in the neighbourhood of which the 
most powerful of the New Zealand tribes, the Waikatos, had 
commenced hostilities in the usual way, by the murder of 
English settlers. The most friendly of the chiefs, W. Thomp- | 
son, who has always hitherto stood by the British, though he 
has professed openly enough his wish to see a Maori State 
governed independently by a Maori King, had given fair notice 





of them who might be taken, “armed or unarmed,” after | 
General Cameron had once crossed the river which they con- | 
sider as the boundary of the Maori district. Even the Bishop | 
of New Zealand, to whose unwise policy during and since the 
last war, more perhaps than to any other cause, must be | 
ascribed the encouragement given to the Maori national party, 
the hesitation of the Colonial Government, and the anxiety of 
our own Cabinet to see the conciliatory policy attempted which | 
has since so conspicuously failed,—even the Bishop of New 

Zealand had seen the error of his ways, and thrown his in- | 
fluence heartily into the scale of the war policy. Indeed, he 
had perhaps but little choice, when his own native friends sent | 
him threats instead of promises of security. It has at last come | 
to an issue which we think the able Government of Colonel | 
Gore Brown distinctly saw and wished to deal with two years | 
ago,—whether the English settlers can live at all in the 
Northern Island under the shield of their own Government, or 
whether they ought to abandon it entirely to the Maoris. 
There can be no question that the claims of the Queen’s 
Government and of the Maori national party are utterly in- 
compatible. One or the other must give way; none of 
the English settlements would be habitable if the Maoris were 
permitted to assert for themselves this new claiin of absolute 
independence, and the right which it involves, and which 
they eagerly press, to extrude the settlers from all the out- 
lying points of their own settlements. It would have been 
well, we think, for all parties if this issue had been 
boldly faced two years ago, The English would have 
had a less prolonged period of suspense and suffering ; 
the Maoris would have had less time to organise their 
own military preparations; the Government would not 
have lost prestige by fruitless and undignified’ efforts to 
avert an inevitable event. But at all events it is well that 
there is no vestige of dissentient feeling now as to the nature 
of the present contest. The more promptly and vigorously 
the war is prosecuted, the sooner we may hope to see the 
Maoris submit completely to the authority of the Government, 
and adapt themselves to the habits of a civilisation to which, 
if they do not heartily accept it, they must eventually sue- 

cumb. We should grieve sincerely for the latter alternative, | 
and indeed think the only chance of avoiding it is to establish | 
our authority so firmly throughout the native districts, that 

there will be no further kicking against the pricks. This, \ 
of course, can only be done by a successful war. 


The immediate danger arises from the nature of Maori war- 
anna aa 
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fare. The best estimates of the Maori force do not give the 
returns much above 7,000 or 8,000 available fighting men, 
and if these were massed together like ordinary troops, and to 
be found together on any regular battle-field, the military 
force which is at the present moment in the colony would be 
amply sufficient to defeat and disperse it. By this time 
General Cameron probably has the command of at least 5,000 
regular soldiers, and a large force of militia and volunteers,— 
but these will go a very little way towards effecting the great 
Object of the war, the mastery of the Maori districts. The

Of course more troops was the great deside- 
ratum, and Sir George Grey had taken a very bold step to secure 
more, without even waiting to get the sanction of his Colonial 
Parliament. Mr Bell, one of the Ministry, had gone to Sydney 
and Melbourne to raise recruits, who were to be paid out of the 
rebellious Maoris’ land. The wish was to get 2,000 bush- 
rangers, as they might be called, who would come prepared to 
do military duty in New Zealand, and to receive as their pay 
blocks of Waikato land, which they would be expected to 
defend during the unsettled period which must for a time 
follow the war, by combination and organisation amongst 
themselves. This had already been done in Taranaki in regard 
to the land on which the recent murders occurred in May last. 
That land was confiscated by the Government, and offered to 
bodies of settlers from the Southern Island on this military 
tenure. Sir George Grey wishes to draw a frontier of like 
kind round the Waikato country, by settling thereon the hardy 
Australian volunteers; and the offer of his Government seems 
to have been so well received in Sydney and Melbourne that 
probably the 2,000 men wanted may be raised. It is one of 
those bold measures which would neither be desirable nor justi- 
fiable in a regular war between civilised countries, but which 
offers perhaps the best and most natural way of securing the 
borders of civilisation in a country not yet reclaimed from the 
dominion of savages.

There are 
men round Lord Elgin now who would think it very clever 
indeed to ally the Empire quietly with one of the three pre- 
tenders, and so lead it on, step by step, to a policy which 
could only end in another intervention in Afghanistan. Pub- 
lic opinion in India is always in favour of action, however 
rash or however purposeless, for Indian officials, like American 
iticians, are in Asia never opposed by any equivalent force, 
and, total defeat being out of the question, rarely consider 
minor consequences. If there is the faintest hint from our 
own Ministers of the necessity of abolishing anarchy beyond 
the frontier, Lord Elgin may find the pressure too strong, 
and it is well that the country should on the first confirmation 
of the Times’ telegram express the disfayour with which 
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ree any intervention whatever in the politics of Central 
ties || Asia would now be regarded. We have said nothing 
a and shall say nothing of fighting for Herat, for we

cannot believe that any Government could again spend 
money or men because a bull on another farm might possibly 
get through a gate which led to an impassable wall round a 
carefully watched fruit garden.

The inroads are definite evils which can be dealt 
with and beaten back, but intervention is an indefinite evil 
which involves consequences varying or rather advancing 
regularly, from the loss of a few thousands a month in a sub- 
sidy to that of an army dying of cold and treachery. At the 
very worst the inroads do not amount to more than a border 
warfare such as we kept up with Scotland for three or four 
hundred years, while in all ordinary times they can be re- 
pressed a great deal more easily than La Marmora represses 
|| brigandage. India with its present frontier is like a great 
house, which can be entered only by the door. The mob 
outside may break that down, but it is surely easier to fight 
in the hall, than tospend energy and to tear one’s clothes by 
Tishing out for a scuffle in which victory brings nothing but 
mud, and defeat means death from trampling. 
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RECIPROCAL FEELINGS OF ENGLAND AND 
AMERICA. 

Bizssep are the Peacemakers—even when they are reduced to 
fib a little in furtherance of their holy cause. So much ill- 
is generated out of a mere belief in its existence; so 
many angry feelings grow into magnitude and danger simply 
it is supposed that they are felt and reciprocated on 

the other side; strife and even bloodshed have so often been 
known to spring out of reckless misrepresentation or pure 
misconception,—that we are disposed to listen with especial 
Tespect and favour to all who step forward to remove mis- 
Understandings, and to persuade those who have grown 
Suspicious of each other’s sentiments, of the existence of 
substantial friendliness which yet gives no utterance and 
makes no sign. Their intentions at least are good, though 
their faith may be robust and their facts few and contra- 
dictory ; but in matters of this sort our knowledge is always 
© incomplete, and our sources of misleading error are so 
Bumerous, that there at least a possibility that after all they 
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may be right, and it is assuredly our interest to believe they 
are. 
Tt would be of great value at the present moment if the 
people of England and the people of the United States could 
be satisfied that they mutually regard each other with kind 
and friendly sentiments ; and we have been much struck with 
a letter signed -‘ James Aytoun,” published in an eminent 
morning contemporary, in which the writer confidently main- 
tains, in spite of all appearances to the contrary, that the 
Northerners are truly and earnestly attached to England and 
to Englishmen in general, and are sore and angry only because 
they do not believe that we on our side entertain any corre- 
sponding sentiments. It may be so; we are sincerely anxious 
to be convinced that it is so; we can well understand how a 
contrary impression may have arisen and been fostered on 
both sides ; we see clearly, moreover, how this impression, if 
it be an erroneous one, can be removed; and it is with the 
view of pointing out how the North Americans might easily 
and promptly set us right that we notice the communication 
in question. 

Much mischief arises when those speak in the name of a 
nation who have no claim to do so. The United States, 
especially the Federals, to whom we are now chiefly referring, 
have suffered much from this cause. Their Press, with 
scarcely an exception, has fallen into bad hands, and is dis+ 
tinguished by a vicious tone. It is cheap, and is on the 
whole addressed to the most numerous and the least educated 
part of the community ; it does not, as a rule, yield any large 
profits, and the writers, therefore, belong to a very third-rate 
order of literary men; and, partly on this account and partly 
from accident, it has fallen to a great extent into the hands 
of Irishmen, who usually hate England, which they have fled 
from, and were brought up from the cradle to abuse, and who 
are eager not only to make all their readers. share their ani- 
mosity, but to convince us that they do share it. Now, it is 
very difficult not to gather the opinions and feelings of any 
people from those who speak to them as well as speak on their 
behalf—though we freely admit that we ought to do this 
with great misgiving and with much allowance; and it 
cannot be denied that the American newspapers, 
with very few and rare exceptions, are distinguished 
for the most virulent and unmerited vituperation of Great 
Britain and all that belongs to her. It. is not easy to believe 
that those who read these diatribes day by day are not in- 
fluenced by them, and still less easy to believe that those who 
write them would do so if they did not know that they would 
be welcome to the masses they address. The inference thus 
drawn is not necessarily sound, we admit—and in the present 
case we are convinced that it is probably much exaggerated ; 
but at all events no one can deny that it is natural, and that 
it is unavoidable. If those Americans who really entertain 
friendly feelings towards this country are desirous of satisfying 
us as to those feelings, all that is needed is that they should 
exert themselves to control and express disapproval of the 
excesses of the existing Press, and to substitute at least a few 
organs of a better and higher character. 

The Government, too, speaks, or assumes to speak, in the 
name of the American people ; and when we remember what 
the American Institutions are, and how that Government is 
chosen by almost universal suffrage, and is the direct offspring 
of the popular voice, it seems bold to argue that it does not 
express the popular sentiment, and is not to be regarded as 
the correct representative and authorised exponent of them. 
Nevertheless, we are aware that this bold and apparently self- 
contradictory proposition is by no means devoid of a certain 
element of truth. Of late years all elections in America, 
from that of Common Councilman to that of President, have 
fallen into the hands of managers—professional electioneering 
jobbers and agents—whom it would be unjust and libellous to 
accept as the real sound-hearted people of the United States,— 
although for all public purposes, partly from indolence, partly 
from mismanagement, partly from “‘thetyranny of themajority,” 
they are permitted to speak in their name, to dishonour their 
character, and to act on their behalf. 

There never was so grand an occasion of knitting England 
and Free America together for ever, and satisfying us that 
they were really our brethren and well-wishers, as they 
afforded by the election of Mr Lincoln and the subsequent 
secession. And there never was an oceasion so totally and 
so deplorably thrown away. The Republican party knew well 
how strong was the feeling of this country ont he subject of 
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slavery—the subject which was put forward as the real, and 
which in truth was to a great extent the main underlying 
ground of the Secession movement, They knew how much 
hurt and disgusted England had been at the series of aifronts 
and encroachments to which she had been subjected at the 








hands of previous Governments. It was open for the new 
| Rulers to have said: “ The whole of that course of treat- 
|“ ment which you not unnaturally resent was the act 


“of those Southern statesmen who have so long held sway 
“in the United States, who have separated from us on th 
| “ ground of that special institution which you denounce evee 
|| “more eagerly than we do, and whom we have at length de- 
|“ throned and superseded. You shall now see how utterly 
“ our tone towards you will change, and you may judge from 
“the change how completely the conduct and language of 
“ which you complained was Southern only, and not American.” 
The Federal advocates assure us that it was so; and knowing 


South had ruled the Union, we were fully prepared to have 
accepted the explanation. But, unfortunately, Mr Lincoln’s 
Administration did not take this line,—did not avail them- 
selves of this plea. On the contrary, scarcely were they in- 
stalled in office before their language and behaviour—or at 
least that of their nominees—were of a character which emu- 
lated and almost outdid the extremesi limits ever ventured on 
| by their predecessors. The speeches of the three Federal 
| Ambassadors at Paris, to refer to no other instances, startled 
at least as much as they disappointed us. 


Again, while freely admitting that even in a country of such 
|| purely democratic institutions as the United States, there are cir- 
cumstances which may warrant us in admitting, in even hoping 
and believing, that neither the periodical Press nor the actual 
| Government truly represent the feelings towards England enter- 
tained by the great body of the American people—that the first 
is conducted by renegade and venomous foreigners, and that the 
second is installed by the jobbers and rowdies of the cities,— 
and that we must look elsewhere for the real utterances of the 
national heart,—where are we to look, unless among the 
most educated men of the most cultivated classes, of the most 
refined and the oldest States of the Union? Surely the 
Senators from Massachusetts, the authors and orators of 
Boston, the judges of New England, ought to be able to ex- 
press those sentiments of friendly regard, of just appreciation, 
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| of kindred feeling, towards us, for the manifestation of which 
| we look so eagerly, and the swistratal existence of which (so 
| to speak) we still believe in? Alas! Mr Sumner, Mr Seward, 
| Mr Everett, Mr Channing, have spoken no otherwise than Mr 
Cameron, Mr Cassius Clay, Mr Wells, and James Gordon

Still there is, as we well know, a silent nation behind 
| all this talking ome—a class certainly more worthy, pro- 
| bably more influential, possibly even more numerous, 
|than those which rise to the surface and clamour 
| round the hustings—the real people and freeholders of the 
Northern and Western States, who, though often sore and 
irritated at our language and demeanour, still love us and do 
us justice in their heart of hearts ; who care nothing for the 
‘talk and bluster of their countrymen as long as it is mere 
talk and bluster, but who would permit no hostile action 
against us, if such action become really imminent; who re- 
serve their appearance in public for great occasions ; who, 
within certain liberal and recognised limits, care little what 
the Government does or what the Press says, but who would 
rise in their streugth, irresistible and supreme, to forbid any 
flagrant folly or any manifest injustice. In the existence of 
these men we believe—in their friendship we hope—in their 
power we trust; in their timely action we confide as the 
means of averting a quarrel which so many seem anxious to 
force on, and of soothing those mutual animosities which may 
place a gulf between the nations for generations to come. 
But we do not think there is much time to be lost. It is 
difficult for the strongest and most sanguine faith to hold out 
for war in a case in which all the action and all the language 
is on one side, and there is nothing but the presumption of 
pregnant silence on the other. 


It may well be that we, on our side of the ocean, have 
not been altogether faultless in this matter. We may indi- 
vidually and through the Press have expressed our wishes and 
opinions in our usual unreserved way ; and it is probable that 
some of these wishes and opinions could scarcely be expected 
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the extent to which, for a long series of years, the slaveholding |

Let us condescend to particulars. The merchant or manufées| 
turer has the risk of rising or falling markets for his purchases or}! 
sales, the variations of supply and demand, changes of fashion;! 
competition, and the possible insolvency of his customers, and it! 
is his business to calculate and provide for all these contingencies, 
and he does so. Beyond these, he has no uncertainties or hazards | 
to contend with. The farmer's risks—his natural risks—are {or the! 
most part confined to variations in the weather and the seasons, | 
His prices vary undoubtedly, but in a far less degree than those of| 
the trader or manufacturer, while he has no bad debts, and thei) 
demand for his products is constant. The risk attendant on the| 
uncertainties of season in this country, indeed, is such as to'render| 
the farmer’s business far more precarious than that of the merchant! 
or manufacturer. This and other circumstances have commonly | 
rendered the return for capital and energy employed in husbandry 1, 
less than those employed in manufactures or commerce. But, bee! 
yond the natural risks, the English farmer has other and greater | 
obstacles to contend with. He is a yearly tenant. His tarnris} 
very imperfectly prepared for cultivation, and requires a large preli- 
minary outlay on the part of the proprietor, in draining, inclear- 
ing hedgerows and timber, in the enlargement of the fields, in 
roads and buildings, or in some of one of these particulars. Then! 
he is subject to game reservations and all the loss and vexation in« 
cident to game preserved and fed on his farm for the sport of his 
landlord and his friends, All agricultural authorities agree in 
estimating sueh factitious risks or impediments as far more hazard- | 
ous to the farmer, as far gr-ater obstacles to the employment of 
‘* capital, energy, and intellectual power” in agriculture, than all| 
the natural or necessary risks incident to husbandry. Probably it} 
would be said on the part of the landlords, that in spite of such |) 
obstacles agriculture in England is progressive. And no doubt it!

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thing radically bad and dangerous and extravagant in the co-exist- 
ence of two sorts of notes in a country,—it is an allegation which 
certainly would not be made except on the assumption that the 
French people are deplorably ignorant of economic questions. 
Most economists proclaim that there ought to be liberty in banking 
as well as in other branches of trade, and that the issue of notes 
is a component part of banking ; and, in point of fact, several sorts 
of notes can exist in different countries, Great Britain at their 
head. In France itself there were several sorts of notes, and 
those notes would have continued in circulation to this very day, 
if a terrible political revolution. had not rendered advisable the 
amalgamation with the Bank of France of the banks which issued 
them. 


What the Fconomisr said last week as to the propriety of the 
Bank of France publishing weekly, instead of monthly, returns 
has obtained approbation here. ‘The same thing has been pressed 
on the Bank over and over again by French bankers, speculators, 
and journalists, but in vain. Yet once upon a time, the Bank 
published weekly returns, and it would I fancy be sorely puzzled 
to give any ‘‘ reasonable reason” why it should not do so now. 
The Government has the power to make the Bank give heb- 
domadal accounts of its situation; and the exercise of that 
power would render a real service to the commercial community. 
This very week, for exampie, it is alleged that the Bank has been 
drained of specie to the amount of more than 20,000,000f 
(800,000) :—the truth or error of this statement will not be 
known to the public for nearly a month to come, and in the in- 
terval it will exercise a pernicious influence. By the publication 
of weekly returns, on the contrary, its truth or falsehood would 
have been recognised in a few days, and people interested would 
have shaped their operations accordingly. 


Returns of the indirect and direct taxes for the first nine 
months of the present year, compared with the corresponding 
periods of last year, have been issued to-day. They show that the 
indirect taxes received amounted to 912,495,000f this year, and 
were 42,702,000f more than in 1862, and 118,039,000f more than 
in 1861. Of the direct taxes, as much as 383,844,000f were paid 
out of 512,320,000f due. 

A decree of the Emperor authorises the Credit Foneier Colonial 
to extend its operations to the Isle de la Reunion, and guarantees 
it for many years a monoply therein. This new concession has 
naturally increased the favour iu which the shares of the Credit 
Colonial were previously held. 

The delegate of the Ministry of Commerce, M. Oz:nne, who re- 
cently had conferences with the Chambers of Commerce of Nantes, 
Havre, and Bordeaux, on the grievances respecting the duties on 
sugar, coffee, and other articles, has just been down to Marseilles 
to hear what the Chamber of Commerce of that city has to say.on 
the same subject. As in the three towns referred to, representa- 
tions were made to him that, under the existing system, itmports of 
the eaid articles chiefly come into France, not from producin, 
countries, but from foreign entrepots, priucipally England, ae 
that the consequence is that French shipping is injured. His 
answer was that as commerce had taken the direction of England, 
there was no alternative but to follow’it there; and that at all 
events no attempt could be made to encourage direct imports from 
producing countries in French vessels, by modifying the existing 
duties on imports in foreign vessels from such countries or from 
entrepots, inasmuch as theduties are inscribed in the treaty of 
commerce. He, however, intimated that. as regards coffee from 
Asia, in particular, the Government might, perhaps, consent to a 
detaxe ot 4f or 5f the 100 kilogs on iwports by French vessels ;

‘The Chamber also expressed a strong wish to see 
a direct line of steamers bet ween Marseilles and Brazil established, 
and it pronounced very decidedly against any new favour being 
shown to beetroot sugar. 

Apropos to sugar, the Government has within the last few days 
asked the opinion of the Chamber of Commerce of Havre on a 
proposition to the effect that all foreign raw sugar brought to 
France to be refined shail ve aliowed drawback on being exported 
within four months, the yield of it to be calculated at 81 per cent.

In the corresponding week of 1853, the failure of the har- 
vest in Europe and the threatening aspect of affairs in the 
East gave rise to serious disturbance in trade, which was un- 
certain and dull. Various rumours were in circulation respect- 
ing the movements of the Russian troops in the Principalities 
and of those of the Sultan ; but no actual hostilities had then 
taken place. The Ottoman Porte had officially demanded the 
presence of the English and Frénch fleets in Besika Bay. 

In 1860, large exports of coin and bullion were being made 
to Spain and France, and the demand for silver for the Hast 
was also considerable. The condition of the money market in 
London was fluctuating and uncertain. The Queen had re- 
turned from visiting the Prince Regent of Prussia at Cobientz. 

In 1861, the want of money in Brance was still being ex- 
perienced, and the drain on the Bank had reduced the metallic 
reserve by nearly 1,000,000/ in one week. The Spanish Go- 
vernment had given notice of its intention to issue 2,000,000/ 
in Treasury bonds. In London, money was plentiful. 

In 1862, the Prussian Chambers had been prorogued by the 

King immediately after their adverse decision on the vote of 
the upper house upon the Budget. The Italian Budget for 
1863 had been presented with a prospective deficit of 
18,000,000/. The French Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Thouvenel, had resigned. News had reached London of the 
suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act in America in respect of 
persons opposing the war policy of the Government. 
The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1853, a deficiency of 
4,760,863/; in 1860, a deficiency of 4,949,168/; in 1861, 
a deficiency of 2,473,663/; and in 1862, a deficiency of 
3,219,211/. In 1863, the deficiency is 4,897,327/. 

Discount AND Mowgy Marxetr.—In the money market 
this week there has again been a full demand, with, for the 
moment, a slight tendency to higher rates.
